The Symptoms

Tliu animal suffering from foot and 


mouth disease appears ill.

many sores and blisters. These are 
round DTI tha lining of the mouth and 
on the t-kin above the hoofs. Occa- 
sionally the rash is seen on the udder 
of cows, as well as other parts of tlie 
animal. 


Fortunately, as a disease of tlie 


human family It is exceedingly mild. 
The chief danger of the disease In 
man is that he may unsuspectingly 
transmit it to his animals. 


The ailment can be transmitted to 


man by the drinking of raw milk or 
buttermilk, or the eating of butter 
and cheese made from milk obtained 
from diseased animals. 
At one lime 


the disease was quite prevalent in 
children who were fed such milk. 
Unless it Is pasteurized, it is best to 
boil milk when any doubt exists as 
to the health of the cows. 


Traced to Carelessness 


Most ot the cases reported in men 


have been traced 
to the careless 


handling of infected animals. Every 
precaution should be taken against 
SUL-II infection. Whenever the disease 
is discovered the suspected cuttle 
should be Isolated, quarantined 
anci 


kept under rigid supervision. 


If foot and mouth disease Is found 


among the animals it is best rhat 
they be slaughtered, 
nd the 
car- 


casses completely destroyed by fire, 
or by deep burial. Though this Is an 
expensive and arduous procedure, it 
is the only sure means of complete 
eradication of the disease.
